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NEWS OR NOT

Party for Bally Ache 


Joe Arnold’s telephoned invitation to 
join the party which would welcome Bally 
Ache to Bob Alexander’s Bosque Bonita 
Farm on Sunday afternoon specified 12:30 
as the hour festivities would begin. We 
arrived perhaps 30 minutes late, having 
learned long ago to cut the cocktail hour 
as brief as possible. in keeping with good 
manners, of course, and were met at the 
door by Norma Arnold, Joe’s lovely, 
brown-eyed wife. We retreated to a cor- 
ner and scarcely had time to stoke up the 
pipe before a white-sleeved arm thrust 
upon us a scotch and soda and Mrs. 
Scott Miller, wife of a Versailles under- 
taker and Thoroughbred breeder, came 
along to pass the time of day. In the next 
room Col. Phil Chinn held court before 
a rapt audicence. Anna Ray Faulconer 
and several other women clustered about 
the foot of the stairway, talking about 
their children or church circles, or what- 
ever women talk about under the circum- 
stances. John Robinson and George Swine- 
broad drifted nervously from group to 
group, and Brownie Alexander, looking 
terribly composed, rode a loose rein on 


the hired hands. 


By unanimous consent, it was agreed 
that the day, indeed, was lovely, that ¢en- 
tral Kentucky in the autumn was unrival- 
ed. And where else but in Kentucky would 
good friends gather on an afternoon to 
toast a race horse? Wasn’t California in- 
teresting—especially San Francisco? But 
you could have L. A. 

Arnold, a little breathless, came upon 
the scene to explain that the departure of 
Bally Ache’s plane had been delayed in 
Chicago. “I even thought for a while that 
he wouldn’t get here at all today,” said 
Arnold, one of Bally Ache’s owners. “After 
we called all our friends the other day. 
Dr. Mitchell said he didn’t think the horse 
should be moved. I must have talked with 
him on the phone 90 times that day. I 
said we could fly him here. but Mitchell 
didn’t think that would be advisable. 
either; but then a few minutes later he 
called me back to say he’d been thinking 
it over and he didn’t see why we couldn't 
go ahead and do it after all. Man!” 


Another scotch was forced upon us, but 
before we could test its bouquet a voice 
came through the front door to announce 
that the van was even then coming up the 
driveway. The cloistered little groups 
scattered like flushed quail. Women 
scurried upstairs to get their wraps, while 
others of us began searching frantically 
for some place where our perspiring re- 
freshments wouldn’t leav® a ring. The van 
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rumbled past the house and up the gravel- 
ed driveway toward the barn. It was now 
approaching 3 o’clock. 

The van maneuvered into the yard, 
doors were upened, a ramp was put down; 
but after a hasty consultation it was de- 
cided to drive closer to the entrance to 
the barn. The ramp was taken up again, 
and the van creaked and groaned a dozen 
yards closer. 

For a moment Bally Ache. wearing a 
blanket given him by Garden State Park, 
stood in the doorway, surveying the yard 
and the welcoming party. Then he gingerly 
began his descent of the ramp, carefully 
moving one foot at a time, obviously hav- 
ing trouble with the heavy cast which 
encased his. right fore leg nearly to the 
knee. Even though his body was hidden 
by the loose wrap, it was abvious to one 
and all, and especially to those who had 
seen him before, that he had lost a lot of 
weight. Led carefully by an attendant, he 
hobbled into the barn and to his stall. 


Alexander, who had accompanied him 
from the airport, put before the horse an 
armful of hay, and while Bally Ache 
nibbled at it Dr. Paul Mitchell, in white 
coveralls, and Dr. Horace N. Davis, who 
will attend the horse at Bosque Bonita, 
conferred on the nature of the injury—a 
separation of the fetlock joint—and_ its 
treatment. A small, quiet crowd of spec- 
tators watched the scene from outside the 
stall. 

Mission accomplished, we repaired to 
the house. Our glass had disappeared. but 
no matter; there was rare beef and 


country ham to take its place. Then, while 
others stayed on to see film clips of Bally 
Ache’s most exciting races, we hurried 
home to survey the damage to our baby- 
sitter.

One of his first goals is the development, through the offices of 
The Jockey Club, of international competition in Thoroughbred racing, 
and it is to this subject that he now addresses himself. 


Racing Needs an International Complex 


By Marshall Cassidy 
The Jockey Club has always been the 


representative of the United States in all 
matters pertaining to racing. For several 
years it has had a standing committee 
whose objective has been to study and 
promote racing on an international basis. 

Many years ago we had the famous 
match race between the English *Papy- 
rus and the American Zev, which was an 
outstanding success as far as interest and 
attendance. 


Then there was the group of races here 
between the French *Epinard and a suc- 
cession of American horses. which also 
created tremendous interest. 

In 1947 James Butler, then president 
of the Empire City Racing Association and 
a member of The Jockey Club. made sev- 
eral trips abroad in efforts to persuade 
owners of foreign classic winners to ship 
here for an international race. the Gold 
Cup. that was scheduled to be rum at 
Belmont Park under the auspices of the 
Empire City Racing Association. The first 
such race was run on July 19, 1947, with 
$100.000 added. and a second internation- 
al race was run on October 16. 1948, also 
for $100.000 added. These races were only 
fairly successful. possibly because they 
were run over a dirt track. 

In 1952 John Schapiro. president of 
Laurel Race Course. took over the task. 
and the Washington. D. C.. International 
race has been run at Laurel since that 
time. Under Mr. Schapiro’s guidance con- 
siderable progress has been made. and the 
race has grown in stature to the extent 
that in 1959 9 countries, namely Australia, 
England, France. Mexico, New Zealand. 
Peru, Russia, Venezuela, and the United 
States, were represented. giving assurance 
that they will continue in their efforts to 
make the Washington, D. C., International 
a success. 

Particularly at this time, we all must be 
conscious of the tremendous interest and 
good will between countries that have been 
developed through the Olympic Games in 
Rome, as well as the Winter Olympics in 
the United States last February. 

A real “International Championship 
Race” could surely become an Olympic- 
type competition. It would provide a much 
more important goal than the Epsom 
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Derby of England, the Are de Triomphe 
of France. or even the Triple Crown of 
the United States. 


We have all noticed the true spirit of 
friendship and admiration in the hand- 
shakes and embraces of the competing 
athletes in the Olympics for the winner, 
regardless of race, creed, or color. We

want that same spirit and opportunity ex- 
tended to the Thoroughbred. his owner. 
trainer and jockey. regardless of which 
country may provide the winner. 

There are many small items that would 
produce obstacles in the promotion of a 
true international classic. Racing on this 
continent is, for the greater part, quite 
different from racing in the areas where 
most of the contestants would come from, 
particularly Europe. We have only a few 
turf courses in this country, and until 
recently they all were concentrated within 
the confines of a mile oval track. This 
of course results in sharper turns than 
prevail abroad. All of our tracks run 
counter-clockwise. whereas the greater 
number of foreign tracks run clockwise 
and have irregularly shaped courses. For- 
eign horses and jockeys are unaccus- 
tomed to the starting gate, while our 


horses and riders are not used to starting 
from a tape. 

The Jockey Club in its studies of the 
problem decided there were several spe- 
cific items that had to be resolved before 
racing could enjoy an international cham- 
pionship race: 

1. The race should be held on a rota- 
tion basis in the countries that are equip- 
ped to handle such an important event 
and might wish to be included in such 
a group. 

2. The representatives of the Jockey 
Clubs of each of these countries should 
meet at a convenient location and as a 
committee to discuss all conditions neces- 
sary to make the project fair and attrac- 
tive to all. 

3. Great interest must be developed in 
open competition of all nations’ stakes 
horses in the various established classics 
of all participating countries. 

4. All countries should be persuaded 
to try stall starting gates for racing on 
their own tracks on a progressive educa- 
tional basis. Maybe in this way a practical, 
standard method of starting could be at- 
tained for the entire world. This would 
eliminate the necessity of horses being 
required to start from a devise with which 
they and their riders have had little or 
no experience. 

5. The international committee should 
advertise the value, to each country and to 
the sport, of such a true world champion- 
ship. 

The Jockey Club has done some valu- 
able spade work on this project and be- 
lieves that England, France, Germany, 
Russia, Italy, Australia, New Zealand, 
Canada, Argentina, Brazil, Peru, Japan, 
and, of course, the United States might 
very well be interested enough to partici- 
pate, even to the extent of possibly sub- 
scribing to the expense of such a project. 

This plan should in no way affect the 
Washington, D. C., International, but 
could easily enhance the Laurel race be- 
cause of a larger number of contestants 
and more uniform racing conditions for 
all foreign entrants. 

Let’s all get together and work for such 
an international championship race so 
that Thoroughbred racing can have an 
Olympic-type competition of world im- 
portance.

THe Cover Horse 


A Cool, Come-from-Behind Race 


Earned a Crown for Bowl of Flowers 


By R. W. P. Johnston 


CampEN. The morning’s air was crisp. Bowl of Flowers’ 
veteran groom, big Evans Gantt. of Aiken, S. C., worked in 
front of his charge’s stall, soaping tack and talking confidently. 

“Did you see my filly win that race (the second division 
of the Gardenia Trial) last week. She won by 31% lengths, and 
was easing up at the end. She went 115 seconds faster than 
those other fillies in that other division, too. This gray filly 
of ours, “Her Castle, came from across the water, and she 
should have won the first division. She just got in a little 
trouble, but she was getting to them at the end. Of course. Bowl 
of Flowers is the one. 

“T helped to break her daddy, Sailor, and I rubbed him when 
he won all those big races. I sure would like to see him again. 
On the sixth of October I'd been with Brookmeade 15 years. 
But just watch my filly this afternoon when she hits the 
stretch—that’s where she'll do her running.” 

Later that afternoon a crowd of 35,391 made the Brook- 
meade entry of Bowl of Flowers and *Her Castle the favorites 
at 7 to 10. Litthke Tumbler, making her first start since her 
victory in Keeneland’s Alcibiades Stakes, was second choice at 
22 to 5, Honey Dear was nearly 8 to 1, and none of the other 
9 runners was less than 12.90 to 1. 

Little Tumbler got the lead in the first few strides, while 
Bowl of Flowers. breaking slowly from 


and Bowl of Flowers. now in stride, had passed 2 more horses, 
while gaining about 4 lengths. Shoemaker eased Bowl of 
Flowers to the outside on the final turn and she dug in, closing 
rapidly as Little Tumbler began to falter. 

At the eighth-pole it was Angel Speed, My Portrait, Little 
Tumbler, Prominent Lady, and on the extreme outside, Bowl 
of Flowers was fifth. Under Tommy Barrow’s urging Angel 
Speed opened a daylight lead, but Bowl of Flowers, sustaining 
her magnificent drive, caught the leader in the final yards, 
winning by a half-length. 

Angel Speed, William Helis Jr.’s supplementary nominee, 
finished a length in front of Prominent Lady, which led My 
Portrait (another supplementary nominee) by 11% lengths. 
Following were Honey Dear, *Her Castle, Cook Out, Little 
Tumbler, Oil Royalty, Belle Breeze, My Sister Kate, Good 
Move, and Princess Leeyan. 

Shoemaker, who had displayed brilliant coolness, said, “I 
didn’t think we’d make it.” The runner-ups’ rider, Tommy 
Barrow commented, “I thought I had it won.” 

Bowl of Flowers’ time on the fast but rather dull track 
was 1:46, four-fifths of a second slower than the best time for 
the event, in 1958. 

Brookmeade Stable’s trainer Elliot Burch had remained in 
New York to saddle Sword Dancer for the 
Man o’ War Handicap, leaving Bowl of 


the No. 4 post position, was immediately 


pinched back and thrown completely off 
stride by Princess Leeyan. The pacemaker 
quickly drew away, entering the back- 
stretch with a 3-length advantage. Bowl 
of Flowers trailed the field. 

At the half-mile call Bowl of Flowers 
had picked up Honey Dear and Princess 
Leeyan, but she still was better than 12 Sales 
lengths behind Little Tumbler, whose ad- 
vantage had been cut to 214 lengths by 
Prominent Lady, which had raced closest 
to her from the start. 


At the end of the first 6 furlongs and Richard Morgan, 


Prominent Lady had whittled another 1076, 1077, 1098. 


half-length from Little Tumbler’s margin, 
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Flowers and *Her Castle under the care 
of assistant trainer Frank Radigan. At 
the barn after the race he accepted con- 
gratulations and distributed gardenias 
from the blanket of the flowers which the 
1071 Brookmeade filly had worn during the 


1099 trophy presentation. 
eee 1080 Radigan said, “I was born in Rhode 
1090 


Island, but raised in Tennessee, where 
later I started working with saddle horses. 
I showed and developed some good ones, 
the champions Kings Christmas, Kings 
Guard, and others, and I rode and trained 
until 1950, when I bought a few race 
horses of my own. I trained them, cam- 
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paigning on the bush tracks for about a 
year and then for 3 years, off and on, 
worked under Dr. Lee. who trained the 
du Pont horses. 

“For a while I was a jock’s agent, later 
a secretary of the Jockey Agents’ Benevo- 
lent Association, and a year ago this 
coming month I went to work for Brook- 
meade Stable—it was a wonderful oppor- 
tunity. 

“Brookmeade has good help that have 
been working for Mrs. Sloane for years. 
Gantt there—he’s second foreman, and the 
other men call him King Fish—has been 
with them for a long time and so have 
many of the others. It helps to make my 
job easier, but the main thing is the good 
horses in the stable.” 

Bowl of Flowers, a deep-red chestnut, 
meanwhile. walked slowly under the shed. 
cooling out from an effort which had net- 
ted her owner $90,623. plus an additional 
$4,591 in a breeder’s award. A good-look- 
ing filly, she appeared to be just under 
16 hands in height and close to 1,000 
pounds in weight. Her substantial build 
and good bone reflected a rugged consti- 
tution. Her ankles had been painted, but 
she was sound. 


Bowl of Flowers was the first foal of 
Flower Bow] and the first stakes winner 
from the first crop by Sailor. The sire 
and dam. each a foal of 1952, were 
bred and raced by Brookmeade Stable. 
Sailor won the Toboggan, Fall High- 
weight. Roamer, Gulfstream Park, and 
John B. Campbell Memorial Handicaps. 
the Pimlico Special, and placed in 3 
other stakes, earning $321,075. Flower 
Bowl won the Delaware and Ladies Handi- 
caps, finished second in the Suwannee 
River Handicap. and earned $174,625. 
Early in 1959 Flower Bowl. then barren. 
was sold privately to Darby Dan Farm. 

Foaled April 15. 1958. at Dan W. Scott's 
farm near Lexington. Bowl of Flowers did 
not race until the May meeting at Aque- 
duct. There she won her second start, and 
the following month at Belmont Park she 
came from last place to win the filly divi- 
sion of the National Stallion Stakes by a 
nose from Shuette, to which she had fin- 
ished second in her first start. Her next 
r2ce was on September 29, also at Bel- 
mont Park. and again she came from far 
off the pace. but was beaten a head by 
Dewali. On October 7, in a 7-furlong event 
at Belmont Park. she avenged her previous 
defeat, beating Dewali by 5 lengths, and 
in her last race before the Gerdenia Stakes 
she easily won a division of the Trial 
Purse.

old Tracey-Wilson livery stable in Lex- 
ington. At the age of 26, Headley was 
elected president of the Thoroughbred 
Horse Association, out of which subse- 
quently emerged The Blood-Horse. 


At the age of 34, he was racing the 
best handicap mare in the country, *Cha- 
colet. At the age of 46, he led the move- 
ment which founded Keeneland Race 
Course and became the track’s first presi- 
dent. At the age of 55, he organized the 
Breeders’ Sales Company. At the age of 
64, he dispersed all but a few of his brood- 
mares which represented nearly a_half- 
century of selective breeding. 


Last week, at the age of 72, Hal Price 
Headley enjoyed one of his happiest days 
in a lifetime rich with the pleasures of 
the Turf. On October 21, he won Keene- 
land’s biggest heat, the $50,000-added 
Spinster Stakes, with his 3-year-old filly 
Rash Statement, and that night he was 
honored at Keeneland’s silver-anniversary 
dinner as the track’s leading owner. Rash 
Statement had carried Headley’s blue- 
with-white-sash silks to their 104th victory 
since the track opened shop 25 years ago. 

Before the fact, ithe 9-furlong Spinster 
did not seem to be an easy spot for Rash 
Statement. Bill MacDonald Jr.’s Royal 
Native, winner of the Spinster last year, 
when she was voted champion 3-year-oid 
filly, was installed as favorite with the 
prospect of 40 cents being returned on 
the dollar.

Hancock's Night 


Nearly 400 persons were on hand 
Thursday evening, October 20, to pay 
their respects to A. B. Hancock Jr., in 
whose honor the Thoroughbred Club of 
America gave its 29th annual testimonial 
dinner. The affair was held at the Phoenix 
Hotel, Lexington. 


After the showing of slides of Hancock 
at various stages of his life and of the 
best-known of the Claiborne Farm horses, 
club president Dr. Horace N. Davis read 
from a scroll eulogizing Hancock’s contri- 
butions to the sport of Thoroughbred 
racing. 

Hancock’s acceptance speech was brief, 
but pointed. He paid tribute to the Clai- 
borne employees, many of whom shared 
a special table at the dinner, then re- 
marked that he could not find very much 
to complain about in racing. He could re- 
member $400 purses and $600 yearlings—

“so I can’t see much wrong with racing 
today.” He wished to make 3 observations, 
however: 


1. On Butazolidin: “Now I’ve raced 
Dunce off ice in New York and off Buta- 
zolidin in Chicago, and there wasn’t much 
difference in his form. I think it might 
be better to have a 72-hour rule rather 
than a 48-hour rule, and bar everything.” 


2. On stalls: “. . . I don’t know how 
we're going to sell yearlings if we can’t 
get stalls for them or get them into the 
hands of good horsemen. I think it might 
be better—instead of limiting stalls to a 
certain ratio of 2-year-olds—if one would 
be allowed stalls for only one $5,000 horse 
for every 3 horses which had not run for 
a price. Maybe that way we could get 
away from some of these cheaper horses 
which can run only three-quarters of a 
mile.” 


3. On the advantages of a merger of the 
American Thoroughbred Breeders Associ- 
ation and the American Thoroughbred 
Owners Association: “About the only voice 
we never hear in racing is that of the 50 
or so people who contribute so much to 
maintain racing as the traditional sport 
in the way we cherish it. The small owners 
are well represented by the HBPA. I hope 
that by merging the owners’ and breeders’ 
essociations a voice can be provided for 
the other owners.” 


CANADA 
Rocky's Day 


Toronto. Kenny Church, the 30-year- 
old) Windsor, Canadian, was suitably 
dressed for the shower he was _ taking; 
and, toweling off in the adjoining room 
at Woodbine’s riders’ building, jockey Jim 
Del Vecchio backed up everything Church 
was saying. 

Church had just won the 23rd 15<-mile 
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€anadian Championship with Jim Norris’ 
English-bred 4-year-old *Rocky Royale, 
which had passed the finish marker in 
‘Canada’s autumn turf classic in 2:4215, 
-shattering *Chicle II’s existing U. S. turf 
standard of 2:4444, set at Washington 
Park in 1955, by 285 seconds. Del Vecchio 
had finished second, beaten a head on 
Noble Sel, owned by Dr. F. J. Recio of 
Miami, Fla. 


The time, with fractions of :2475, :49, 
1:1246, 1:3885, and 2:4215, compared 
favorably with the world turf mark of 
2:4114, held jointly by 2 Australian 
horses, and set there first in 1941. 

“You can’t let this *Rocky Royale get 
to the front too soon,” Kenny Church 
pointed out to a visitor, talking over the 
sound of the shower, made the more en- 
joyable by his thoughts of sharing in the 
$35,400 net to winner. “You saw what 
happened in his first 2. starts here. 
He got to-the lead in the last sixteenth 
or so and then come apart to get beaten 
both times.” 


His visitor said he had seen that but 
had written it off as a case of the colt’s 
having had enough on those occasions. 
“No,” said Church, “I think he’ll run all 
day with another one to chase. That's 
when I knew we had this won. I could 
see that Del Vecchio’s mount was run- 
ning strong as we turned for home, so I 
waited, and I guess it was about 40 yards 
from the wire that we went to the front. 
Even waiting that long to move, Rocky 
half-tried to ease himself and went out 
a little at the end.” 

“That's when I thought Noble Sel 
might come on again and take it all,” Del 
Vecchio allowed. “I saw your horse try 
to ease on you, and thought I still might 
have a chance for all of it.” 

But it was ex-boxing impresario Norris’ 
son of Rockefella—Narcisse, by Niccola 
DelPArca, that got the pay. He was also 
getting his first win in North America 
with a colt that won the Great Jubilee 
at Kempton and the Chesterfield Cup at 
Goodwood, both at 114 miles, before being 
shipped to the Chicago area in late sum- 
mer. There he ran once, finishing fifth 
behind Heroshogala, Moon Cloud, and 
On-and-On, in the Charles W. Bidwell Me- 
morial on October 1, before shipping to 
Woodbine. 

*Stratus, biggest consideration in Mr. 
and Mrs. E. P. Taylor’s favored entry 
(with *Grey Monarch) by the crowd of 
17,740, finished fourth behind the first 
2 and Prompt Hero, owned by Torontonian 
Peter Del Greco, which was 3 lengths 
back of Noble Sel and a length and a 
half before *Stratus. 

General Arthur, running the balance of 
the year under lease to trainer James W. 
Smith, led to the head of the stretch but 
then fell back to finish sixth. He was. 
however, adding a little esthetic fillip to 
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the race, because Smith’s colors, appearing 
for the first time in Canada, were white 
-with-green hoops and green cap of the 
late Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Farm. 
Bradley willed the colors to Smith, who 
trained for him. 

Noble Sel took over from General 
Arthur on entering the stretch and then 
battled gamely on, only to lose by a head 
to Church’s well judged ride on the win- 
ner. 

Result of the Man o’ War, run that 
same afternoon in New York, brought a 
few smiles and added evidence to the pile 
of ammunition that racing in Canada 
generally, and in Ontario most particu- 
larly, has come of age and excellence. 


Harmonizing, Mrs. Sadie L. King’s 
$6,500 claimer, finished fourth in Wood- 
bine’s Jockey Club Handicap, at 114 
miles October 8, and in the Man o’ War 
he beat off Bald Eagle and Sword Dancer 
at equal weight. 

Two of the horses that beat Harmon- 
izing in the Jockey Club here were *Rocky 
Royale and Prompt Hero, the Champion- 
ship’s first and third horses. 

Harmonizing’s connection had thought 
the Championship was a handicap, but 
when they found it was weight-for-age, as 
was the Man o’ War at New York, they 
decided to ship to Belmont for a shot at 
the bigger of the two pots.

Go Home, Committee 


The NASRC’s Uniform Rules Committee last week told the Thoroughbred 
Research Committee, which already had spent 4 months drafting a medication 
rule (The Blood-Horse of October 8. page 879). to go home and try again. 

The rules committee spent most of the day ef October 23 in session at the 
Cherry Hill Inn. Camden, N. J.. and at the conclusion of a closed executive 
session which followed the open meeting, chairman Malcolm Lowe. of West 
Virginia, issued the following statement: “The Uniform Rules Committee has 
unanimously agreed that no action can be taken at this time on the report and 
suggestions of the Thoroughbred Research Committee. At the request of president 
Benjamin T. Poxson, the matter has been returned to committee, and chairman 
Neil J. Curry will reconvene the committee and devote further time and study 
to clarify and draft a suggested rule. He expects to accomplish this objective 
by December 1, and the committee’s recommendations will be presented on De- 
cember 10 at a meeting of the Uniform Rules Committee in Miami, Fla.” 


Note. A comprehensive report on the Uniform Rules Committee’s treatment 
of the medication issue will appear in next week’s magazine. 


The Uniform Rules Committee did, however, take action on other matters 
on its agenda. Following the suggestion of Irvin Gushen, president of the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Association, the committee agreed that there 
was a need for a rule which would require an investigation into the financial re- 
sponsibility of applicants for trainers’ and owners’ licenses. William Fitzgerald, 
commissioner from Washington, was appointed to draft a rule modeled on Illinois’ 
Rule No. 99-A. and to include the best features of rules from other states. 

F. Richard Hite, commissioner from Colorado, was directed to draw resolu- 
tions suggesting that stewards accept the services of the Jockeys’ Agents Bene- 
volent Association in appraising the character and capability of applicants for 
licenses and urging state racing commissions to fill vacancies in the ranks of 
officials with competent men with racing backgrounds. 

Nick Jemas, representing the Jockey’s Guild, requested that the Uniform 
Rules Committee make no suggestions for change in the present rule regarding 
the apprentice allowance of 5 pounds. The committee took no action on the latter 
point, expressing its satisfaction with the present rule.

Bowl of Flowers, winner of the filly division of 
the National Stallion Stakes, had won her last 2 
races before the Gardenia Stakes, and the players 
made her and runningmate *Her Castle favorites 
at 7-to-10. The Futurity and Alcibiades Stakes 
winner Little Tumbler, though her ability at the 
distance was suspect, was second choice at nearly 
4% to 1. 

A natural come-from-behind filly, Bowl of 
Flowers very nearly waited too long. Little Tumbler 
did 6 furlongs in 1:114%, then slowly retired. Angel 
Speed, a supplementary entry, went into the lead 
at the top of the stretch, and held on to well 
inside the sixteenth-pole, where Bowl of Flowers 
caught her and won by a half-length. The winner 
had met strong interference at the start and had 
had to circle her field. 

Bowl of Flowers was the first stakes winner from 
the first crop of 18 foals by Sailor, which stands 
at John W. Galbreath’s Darby Dan Farm, Lexing- 
ton. She was the first foal of Flower Bowl, winner 
of the Delaware and Ladies Handciaps, which 
Brookmeade Farm sold to Galbreath privately in 
1959.

The buildup for the Man o’ War Handicap had 
Bald Eagle and Sword Dancer settling once and 
for all which was the better race horse this year. 
The only thing it settled, however, was that Har- 
monizing, a 6-year-old horse which on July 27 
had been claimed for $6,500, on this occasion was 
better than either of them. 

Sword Dancer and the Cain Hoy entry of Bald 
Eagle and Tooth and Nail were favored equally 
at 7 to 5, while Harmonizing was nearly 38 to 1. 
Since the best that Harmonizing had to recommend 
him was breeding (Counterpoint—Baby League) 
and a fourth-place finish to *Merry Top IT in the 
1%-mile Jockey Club Cup Handicap, at Woodbine 
on October 8, odds that he could upset either of 
the favorites were rather prohibitive. 

For most of the first mile Amber Morn, Tooth 
and Nail, and *Wolfram took care of the pace. At 
the half-mile pole Harmonizing was in fifth place, 
about 3 lengths off the lead; Bald Eagle, after 
moving briskly with the early leaders, was in 
sixth place, a half-length behind Harmonizing; 
and Sword Dancer, true to his custom, was next- 
to-last, about 7 lengths off the pace. 


Harmonizing went into action at the far turn, 
and Bald Eagle, too, went into high gear. The 
long-shot gained the lead rather easily, but Bald 
Eagle, skimming the rail, suddenly found himself 
blocked in by tiring horses. In mid-stretch, where 
Bald Eagle finally shook loose, Harmonizing had 
a 3-length lead, and it was too late for anyone 
to overtake him. He galloped under the wire with 
a 2%-length margin over Bald Eagle, which led 
Sword Dancer by 4 lengths. 

Harmonizing, the 11th foal of the grand producer 
Baby League, was foaled April 6, 1954, at Els- 
meade Farm, Lexington, where Ogden Phipps was 
then boarding his mares. After a modest 2-year-old 
campaign, during which he won one of 7 races, he 
placed in 3 stakes the next year, finishing second 
in the Stymie, Merchants’ and Citizens’, and Dis- 
covery Handicap. He made a total of 7 starts in 
the next 2 years, never getting a piece of the 
money but competing against good horses. 


Beginning early this year his stable sent him 
regularly in claiming races, gradually working 


him down from $15,000 to $6,500, the price for 
which he was claimed by Mr. and Mrs. E. W. 
King, on July 27 at Aqueduct.

There was justice in the outcome of the Spinster 
Stakes inasmuch as Keeneland, which on the night 
of the race was host to a silver-anniversary dinner 
party, was brought to flower chiefly through the 
vision and determination of Hal Price Headley, 
the winning owner. 

Headley sent out 2 fillies in the weight-for-age 
Spinster, Rash Statement and Aesthetic, but the 
bettors had eyes only for William B. MacDonald 
Jr.’s Royal Native, seeking to repeat her 1959 
victory. The Headley fillies were sent off at 7.7 
to 1. 

Indian Maid, front-running winner of a 7-furlong 
tune-up on October 14, resorted to the same tactic 
in the longer race, but was not quite up to the 
job. The pace was modest, however (a_ half-mile 
in :48%, 6 furlongs in 1:13), and Royal Native 
stayed at her throat. Rash Statement, about 4 
lengths off the lead in the early going, made her 
play at the top of the stretch, and at the eighth- 
pole she had a head advantage over Indian Maid, 
with the favorite now a half-length farther back. 
Indian Maid hung on, but Rash Statement opened 
up three-quarters of a length at the wire. The 
winner’s time was 1:4935, and she paid $17.40. 

Rash Statement earlier this year had won the 
Oaks Prep and Delaware Oaks and had been third 
in the C. C. A. and Monmouth Oaks and Alabama 
Stakes. She had been unplaced in 4 engagements 
before the Spinster. 

Rash Statement’s success in the Spinster—the 
third for a 3-year-old in 5 renewals—was her 
owner’s 104th victory at the Lexington track, and 
later on that evening Headley was presented with 
a large silver trophy as Keeneland’s leading owner 
in point of wins.

Looking Ahead 
to 1961 Classics 


The French Will Not Have 
Things All Their Own Way 
In England Next Year, If 
Some Recent Winners Live 
Up To Their Potentialities 


By R. J. Ratcliff 


Lonpon. It could be that the winners 
of at least 2 of next year’s English 
classics were seen in action within 3 days 
recently. On Sunday. October 16, Mme. 
Jean Coutourie’s Right Royal won the 
one-mile Grand Criterium (150.000 new 
francs) at Longchamp, and 2 days later 
Phil Bull’s newcomer Sostenuto won the 
Gainsborough Stakes by 6 lengths at Hurst 
Park. 


I flew to Paris to see the Criterium, 
which for the last few years has been a 
reliable guide to our classic races. Last 
year it was won by Angers, which started 
favorite for the Derby but broke a leg 
when going well at the top of the hill. 
The runner-up was Never Too Late, which 
won the 1.000 Guineas and the Oaks for 
Mrs. Howell Jackson. 


Right Royal, winner of this year’s race 
for Mrs. Jackson’s trainer Etienne Pollet, 
is a big brown colt by Owen Tudor out 
of Bastia. He is as yet undeveloped but 
will be a magnificent horse when he has 
filled out to his generous frame. 

He was the easiest winner of this race 
that I have seen for some years. Three 
furlongs from home it was obvious that he 
would not be challenged, and he went on 
to beat the filly Moskova by 2 lengths in 
fast time. 

Right Royal is in next year’s Two 
Thousand Guineas, a race which Pollet 
won with Thunderhead a few years ago. 
Moskova. trained by Francois Mathet, is 
by Mossborough out of Abondance II 
(Maurepas). She is not in the One 
Thousand Guineas, bred as she is, Mathet 
thought that a mile would be a trifle 
sharp for her. But she is in the Oaks, and 
from the way she was staying on at the 
end of the Criterium she could be a 
bright prospect for this race next year. 

Later that day, Mrs. Jackson’s lovely 
colt Rimbaud won a mile race by a short 
head. There was nothing out of the ordin- 
ary about this performance, except that 
trainer Pollet had not thought that this 
colt would make a 2-year-old; but Pollet

Rimbaud is a chestnut by *Ribot out 
of Statira, a mare which has produced 
many good horses, including the Criterium 
winner Tyrone. There are great possibil- 
ities about Rimbaud, which resembles his 
sire in most respects, except for color, and 
I shall look forward to his debut next 
year with the greatest interest. 

The English 2-year-old colts appeared 
to be well below par—until Sostenuto 
made his sensational debut over a mile 
at Hurst Park. They had been beating 
each other with monotonous regularity, 
and there seemed to be nothing outstand- 
ing. 

Sostenuto’s win, however, showed clear- 
ly that the French will not have things 
all their own way next year. Taking the 
lead 2 furlongs from home, this chestnut 
colt drew away to win with his ears prick- 
ed, finishing 6 lengths in front of Mr. 
Jock Whitney’s The Axe, an American- 
bred colt which had beaten Prince Tudor 
in the Imperial Stakes at Kempton. 
Earlier, Prince Tudor had been runner- 
up to Test Case in the Gimcrack Stakes, 
so the Hurst Park form looked pretty 
useful. 


Sostenuto is a small but strongly made 
colt by Never Say Die out of the Tudor 
Minstrel mare Arietta, which had finish- 
ed third in the One Thousand Guineas. 

He is owned by that popular, bearded 
Yorkshireman Phil Bull, who, as well as 
being an extremely successful breeder, is 
Britain’s top expert on the time test and 
is also a bachelor of science. Sostenuto’s 
trainer, Capt. Charles Elsey, will retire 
at the end of this season, having held a 
license since 1911. His son, ex-fighter 
pilot Bill Elsey, will take on his Malton 
(Yorks) stable next year, when, with this 
and other high-class colts in his yard, he 
may well saddle a classic winner at his 
first attempt.

Carrying 112 pounds, with crack rider 
W. Williams, recently back from England, 
Ilumquh covered the 114 miles in 2:27.9, 
a second slower than the Australian rec- 
ord made by Tulloch in the Cup 3 years 
ago. 

Despite his performance, Ilumquh was 
roundly hooted on returning to the scale. 
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Be a good fellow, and order me a cup of coffee when you're finished. 


As a hot favorite at a mile a week earlier, 
he had failed dismally, and the vase im- 
provement in the Cup angered those 
among the crowd of 75.663 who had de- 
serted him. 


As a matter of fact, Ilumquh was lucky 
to be in the line-up. His trainer, a Maori 
named Eric Ropiha (and I can’t pro- 
nounce that, either), disclosed after the 
Cup that during the previous week he 
had gone without sleep while treating the 
horse for an injured hock sustained in 
a road accident 5 days before. For days 
Ilumquh couldn’t put a foot to the 
ground. 

By Sabaean out of Sunbride, Ilumquh 
has real staying lines. He is a half-brother 
to the Melbourne Cup winner Straight 
Draw. The sire. Sunbride, is by Blue 
Peter, winner of the English Derby. 


Runner-up in the Cup, 114 lengths 


away, was Dhaulagiri, a 4-year-old colt 
by High Peak, and 114 lengths farther 
back in third place was the top-weighted 
Mac (129), by MacArthur. 

Ilumquh’s share of the price money 
was £8.000, plus a £350 cup. 

New Zealand seems to have a mortgage 
on the Caulfield Cup. Since 1953, the 
only Australian winner was the lightly 
weighted mare Regal Wench. 

After receiving the trophy for owner- 
breeder A. C. Williams, trainer Ripoha 
said: “Now I can have a good sleep at 
last; then the Melbourne Cup.” 


Interest in the clash between the top 
fillies Lady Sybil and Wenona Girl in 
the One Thousand Guineas was feverish, 
and the winner was Wenona Girl. Second 
and third were Impulsive and Lady Sybil. 
The winner ran the mile in 1:3814.

SCANDINAVIA 
Last of the Classics 


OsLo. Winners of the Scandinavian Two 
Thousand Guineas were Darlington (Den- 
mark), Aleppo (Sweden), and Amapola 
(Norway). The Norwegian colt Aleppo 
went on to win the Swedish and the Nor- 
wegian Derbys and to be second to Royal 
Scarlett in the Danish Derby, while Dar- 
lington and the filly Amapola ran dis- 
appointingly after their first classic suc- 
cesses. 

The Norwegian St. Leger was decided 
on September 17. There were only 6 start- 
ers. The favorite was the German-bred, 
Danish-owned colt Altai (half-brother to 
the very good Andalusier), but the race 
was surprisingly won by the filly Madel 
(by Wirbelwind), with Altai second. Ma- 
del was seventh in the Norwegian Derby 
and among the very last in her 2 races 
after the St. Leger. 

The Swedish St. Leger’s top favorite 
was Aleppo, trying to win the Swedish 
Triple Crown. Aleppo probably was feel- 
ing the strain of a hard campaign and fin- 
ished seventh in a field of 9, never seen 
with a chance in the race. The winner (at 
odds of 28.97) was the Anwar colt Sand- 
wichman, a head in front of Qantas, with 
Slabang another half-length away third. 
Sandwichman had run fourth in the Nor- 
wegian Derby, Quantas had not run in a 
classic race, and Slabang had un- 
placed in the Swedish and the Norwegian 
Derbys. 

The 2 colts fighting out the finish of 
the Danish St. Leger. run October 16, ran 
according to form. The winner was Acro- 
bat. fifth in the Danish and third in the 
Norwegian Derbys. by a neck from Glavis, 
second to Aleppo in the Norwegian Derby. 
The other colts running in the Danish 
St. Leger were merely fill-in in the race. 

Aleppo (by Hyperbole) was clearly the 
best of the Scandinavian 3-year-olds, even 
though he failed badly in the Swedish St. 
Leger. not because he didn’t stay the dis- 
tance. but because he had completely fall- 
en out of form. Royal Scarlett (by Flush 
Royal) might have been second-best 
among the classic colts (he did win 2 
minor races, the Danish Derby, and was 
second in the Swedish Derby in 4 starts 
before he went wrong), but Glavis (by 
Epigram) and Acrobat (by Jock Scot) 
gave the impression of being more gen- 
uine horses. 

Aleppo’s 4-year-old half-brother Alter-

horse. Alterani swooped down on Won- 
derboy and Salut within the last half 
furlong to win this most valuable race in 
Scandinavia easily by one length.

Pros and Cons 


In the past few weeks there has been 
a good deal written concerning the way 
racing fans are being treated at the tracks 
across the country. I would like to say 
a few words pro and con on the subject. 

I am a handicapped person, and to 
say the least I have more problems at the 
race track than the average fan. Since I 


live near the Chicago area this is where 
most of my experiences have taken place. 


First let’s take Sportsman Park. On 
my first visit there I was displeased to 
see the minor scowls on the faces of the 
men when it was necessary to move a 
desk to allow my wheelchair to pass 
through the gate. However, this year I 
must say the service has greatly im- 
proved; with the new addition there is 
no trouble in entering, and the people 
are all very courteous. 

At Washington Park the service is also 
fair, although at one time we were made 
to walk the full length of the grandstand 
in mud because we were at the wrong 
end. 

Hawthorne has good service also, and 
I have never had any trouble at this 
track. We were on the grandstand side 
when visiting the afore mentioned tracks. 

Now I would like to say a few words 
about Arlington Park and how I was 
treated there. My first visit there was a 
mass of confusion. I entered at the grand- 
stand entrance and once in I found that 
there was no way to get from the grand- 
stand side of the paddock to the racing 
strip without going up the escalator. 
which is pretty hard to do in a wheelchair. 
On my second trip the situation was 
quite different; we were directed to the 
end of the parking lot where there is a 
special place to unload the wheelchair. 


etc. Also on hand are officers who will- 
ingly help you unload the chair and give 
assistance in getting in and out of your 
car. You and the person pushing the 
chair are admitted free. There are ele- 
vators which are quite easy to find. 

I must say a few words about the 
young fellows who run the elevator. They 
are extremely courteous in making sure 
the elevators are level with the floor and 
even go so far as to skip other floors 
to take you to your floor first. Often when 
you are going up and they are going down 
they will return to your floor to pick 
you up first before stopping at the other 
floors. 

All of the young men who work there 
are very cheerful and quick to start a 
conversation with you, if you will let 
them. which gives you a very nice feel- 
ing. The ushers are very quick to open 
doors, etc. To say the least, the other 
tracks would do well to copy the example 
set by the people who run Arlington Park. 
In all, the racing in the Chicago area is 
very fine, with Arlington Park doing an 
outstanding job. We all know it is very 
difficult to handle a large number of 
people. Therefore I might suggest the 
fan as well as the usher use a little 
courtesy.
